Abdul received the award 
for improving the lives of 
other people. 

He has been a great support 
to his mother who has a hear- 
ing impairment. Abdul learned 
sign language at a very young 
age and uses it to help his mum 
communicate with others. 

Tehera was chosen for 
outstanding achievement in 
raising awareness for a cause, 
including taking part in a 
sponsored run for deaf people.

VICTORIA Park is hoping to 
hold on to its title as the 
nation’s favourite park. 

Last year it came top against 
1,424 parks and green spaces 
across the UK in the annual poll 
- and hopes are high that it will 
win again this year. 

Eight parks looked after by the 
council are among the record- 
breaking 1,448 which received 
the prestigious Green Flag 
Award in July 2013. 

And now all the awarded 
parks are up for nominations to 
be named the country's most- 
loved park in Keep Britain Tidy's 
annual People's Choice Award. 

The public have the power 
to decide which should win 
with an online vote. 


Victoria Park is the capital's 
oldest public park, created in 
1847 after a public outcry for 
green space for the growing East 
End population. 

It recently underwent a 
£12 million transformation and 
today it hosts more than 4,000 
trees, numerous lakes, a boating 
pond, playgrounds and a range 
of space for sporting activities. 

The Burdett Coutts Fountain 
and the Dogs of Alcibiades 
statues are just some of its 
listed features. 

Cabinet member for culture, 
Cllr Rania Khan, said: "A lot of 
hard work from council staff has 
gone into maintaining our 
award-winning status for the 
past few years. 

“This national recognition 
is a testimony to our dedication 


to providing high-quality 
spaces and I hope everyone 
will be joining me in voting for 
a local park.” 

Cabinet member for envi- 
ronment Cllr Shahed Ali told 
East End Life: “We have invest- 
ed heavily in our parks and 
open spaces to make them a 
place for our residents to enjoy. 
We have had a record number 
of Green Flag Awards this year 
in the borough of which I am 
very proud.”

Petition to 
ban march 

A PETITION of 10,000 sig- 
natures, calling for the 
Home Secretary to ban 
the English Defence 
League’s march in Tower 
Hamlets on Saturday, was 
handed to the Home 
Office last Wednesday. 

Representatives from Tower 
Hamlets Inter Faith Forum, 
London Muslim Centre and 
Unite Against Facism submit- 
ted the petition, which high- 
lighted concerns about the 
march and its repercussions. 

It also outlined concerns that 
the Metropolitan Police was 
only restricting the EDL's route, 
rather than banning the march. 

But despite the petition, 
repeated requests to the Home 
Secretary and a calls for a judi- 
cial review of the Police Commis- 


sioner's refusal to ban the march, 
it was due to go ahead as East 
End Life went to press on Friday. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman, who 
applied for the judicial review, 
was still calling for a ban until 
the last possible moment. 

“Allowing [the march] to go 
ahead risks community cohe- 
sion, could result in disorder, 
threaten public safety and risks 


the threat of violence to prop- 
erty, police personnel and the lo- 
cal community,” he said. 

“Over 10,000 local people 
have signed a petition calling for 
the march to be banned, join- 
ing politicians, faith leaders 
and community groups in voic- 
ing their concerns about the 
EDL's desire to spread their 
message of hate.”

Schools expand 
to meet demand 

Applications fox primary places will open next month 


SWANLEA School retained 
its ‘outstanding’ status after 
an Ofsted inspection in July. 
The report, published on the 
first day of the new term, 
praised many aspects of the 
Whitechapel school. 

As well as citing a strong 
emphasis on academic 
achievement that enables 
students to thrive, it said the 
children felt very safe and 
enjoyed their lessons.

AS the need for more 
primary school places 
continues to intensify 
across London, the coun- 
cil has been implementing 
plans to respond to local 
demand. 

Following a number of mea- 
sures agreed by the cabinet 
last year, several initiatives have 
already been undertaken, 
providing additional perma- 
nent primary places. 

Bonner Primary School in 
Bethnal Green has been ex- 
panded through the use of an- 
other council-owned building, 
the Professional Development 
Centre, creating 60 places for 
this year and Cayley Primary 
School in Stepney has been 
expanded to take 30 more 
children this September. 

From September 2014, Wool- 
more Primary School in Poplar 
will have expanded to create 60 
more places. 

Over the past six years the 
council has created 2,000 extra 


places by expanding primary 
schools. 

There are currently further 
options in development, which 
include the proposed expansion 
of Poplar's Stebon and Bow's 
Olga primary schools, as well as 
proposals for St Paul's Way 
Trust School to be expanded to 
also provide primary places. 

In addition to the expan- 
sions, the council has secured a 
number of site allocations for 
primary and secondary schools, 
which will be developed to 
provide more places in the 
coming years. 

The council has enough places 


for the next admissions year. 

Parents whose children will 
be starting reception in Septem- 
ber 2014 will be able to apply 
from October 1 and have until 
January 15, 2014 to complete 
their applications. 

Cllr Oliur Rahman, cabinet 
member for children's services, 
said: “This year 93 per cent of 
pupils secured a place at one of 
their top three school choice 
primary schools in Tower Ham- 
lets and we are committed to 
continuing this achievement 
by ensuring every child in the 
borough is able to attend one of 
our high quality schools.''

A celebration of sporting success 


Hundreds of youngsters attended a 
summer of sporting competitions 
across the borough, culminating in 
the second Tower Hamlets Youth 
Service Games final last month, as 
Susan Mulligan reports. 


IN addition to celebrating 
the Olympic anniversary, 
the Youth Service Games 
aimed to inspire young 
people to take part in a 
healthy lifestyle and to fo- 
cus on developing a range 
of talents. 

The young athletes repre- 
sented their local area in a va- 
riety of sports, from football, 
table tennis, basketball and 
badminton to rounders and 
BMX track, with the top 200 
competitors getting through 
to the final at Mile End Stadium. 

With an impressive 63 points, 
LAP 5 (Bow East) pulled ahead 
to achieve almost twice the 
number of points as the next 
best score and, in addition to a 
host of medals, won the covet- 
ed Annual Shield trophy 

There was a tight finish for 
second and third places - LAP 1 
(Weavers and Bethnal Green) 
achieved 37 points and LAP 7 
(Poplar and Limehouse) came a 


close third with 34 points, win- 
ning medals on the day for 
both teams. 

Ozzie Melmet, a youth work- 
er who helped organised the 
Games, was particularly im- 
pressed with the enthusiasm of 
the young people, some of 
whom were trying the activities 
for the first time. 

“Their preparation was excel- 
lent and most young people 
turned up for all of the training 
sessions,” he said. 

Keen BMX bikers Danny 
Jones, 14, and Danny Warnes, 13, 
representing LAP 7, had been 
training twice a week since 
the trials to prepare for the 
preliminaries. 

Danny Warne said: “The BMX 
games are the best sport, I real- 
ly enjoy it. I am really excited to 
be part of something that I'm 
good at, and to show off my skills 
learnt so far.”

Sports club fined 
for climb wall fall

A HEALTH and fitness club 
has been fined after a 
man fell from a climbing 
wall, breaking his wrist 
and ankle. 

Canada Square Health & Fit- 
ness Limited, trading as the 
Reebok Sports Club, pleaded 
guilty to two health and safe- 
ty law breaches after an incident 
on March 10, 2011 when a club 
member fell from the wall due 
to faulty equipment. 

The auto-belay, which acts as 
a braking system to control the 
speed of a descent, failed after 


the climber had made his way 
up the 13-metre-high wall. 

The faulty auto-belay tape 
caused the climber to freefall 
between four and five metres 
to the ground, resulting in a 
broken wrist and multiple frac- 
tures to a bone in the ankle. 

Council health and safety 
officers investigating the 
accident discovered that tape 
had frayed beyond acceptable 
limits detailed in the guidance 
documents. 

The officers also reported 
gaps in the regularity of safety 
maintenance checks and 
deemed the risk assessment 


produced by Canada Square 
Health and Fitness to be 
inadequate as it did not address 
all the risks normally associat- 
ed with the operation of a 
climbing wall. 

The company was fined 
£35,000 at Thames Magistrates 
Court on August 22 and or- 
dered to pay costs of £7,364 
and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Deputy mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed said: “Breaching health 
and safety is dangerous and can 
result in injuries or even death. 
We will continue to work hard 
in prosecuting those failing the 
standards.''

TWELVE people from 
Tower Hamlets visited 
villages and met local peo- 
ple during a fact-finding 
visit to Jenin province in 
the northern West Bank of 
Palestine. 

The delegates, including 
councillors, trade unionists and 
members of the Tower Hamlets 
and Jenin Friendship Associa- 
tion (THJFA), visited the region 
last month as guests of Talal 
Dweikat, the governor of Jenin 
province. 

Tower Hamlets has had 
links with Jenin for many 
years. The friendship association 
was founded in 2002 and 
aims to promote links between 
the two areas and often hosts 


speakers and visitors from Pales- 
tine. The governor extended 
the invitation when he was in 
London late last year and met 
councillors. 

Sybil Cock, of the THJFA, 
said the group met prisoners 


who had spent 20 years in 
Israeli jails and had just been 
released as part of current peace 
negotiations. 

She said delegates were 
shocked by some of the actions 
of the Israeli army. 

“We spent an hour going 
through a checkpoint to one 
village, being searched, 
photographed and questioned 
- many Palestinians have to do 
this twice a day,” Sybil told East 
End Life. 

The delegates said Palestini- 
ans were keen to maintain con- 
crete and lasting links with 
people in Tower Hamlets and to 
encourage school twinnings 
and volunteer exchanges. 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed, who led the group, 
said: “I'd like to extend our 
heartfelt appreciation to the 
governor of Jenin and his col- 
leagues for their welcome and 
hospitality during our stay. 

“We were able to experience 
and see for ourselves how 
dignified the Palestinian people 
are, despite living in extremely 


difficult circumstances.” 

Kerie Anne, Tower Hamlets as- 
sistant branch secretary of trade 
union Unison, said: “Tower 
Hamlets Unison delegates were 
both shocked at the conditions 
we observed in the occupied 
territories and humbled by the 
resilience and commitment of 
Jenin's residents to building 
their communities and resisting 
the occupation. 

“While we have our chal- 
lenges in the UK, it does put 
things in perspective when 


trade union leaders there 
told us how they recently led 
members on a hunger strike in 


order to obtain security of 
employment and basic health 
care for a group of workers, such 
were the conditions they were 
being forced to work under.” 

She added: “Tower Hamlets 
Unison is supporting THJFA's 
twining campaign and believe 
it will bring enormous cross- 
cultural learning and develop- 
ment opportunities for Jenin 
and Tower Hamlets.” 

Cllr Shahed Ali, who was 
among the group of Tower 
Hamlets visitors, said: “I have 
met people who passionately 
campaign for the rights of 
Palestinians.

PARENTS and carers can find out 


Don’t pour your fat down the drain 


RESTAURANT owners and residents are 
being encouraged to dispose of their 
cooking fats in a responsible and envi- 
ronmentally friendly manner. 

The advice has been issued as part of a cam- 
paign to reduce the number of sewer blockages 
caused by cooking fats. London's sewer system 
experiences 80,000 blockages every year cost- 
ing £12 million to treat. 

The advice is: 

■ Never pour waste fat and oil down sinks. Scrape 


grease and food scraps from trays, plates, pots, 
plans, utensils, and grills and cooking surfaces 
into a can or in the trash for disposal (or recy- 
cling where available). 

■ Get expert advice on suitable grease and oil 
treatment systems, such as grease traps or en- 
zyme dosing. Install appropriate systems and 
maintain them properly. 

■ Recycle waste oil where possible. In some 
areas it can be converted to provide fuel 
for transport.

From great railway hub 
to great white elephant

“GIVE my regards to Broad Street,” 
instructed Paul McCartney in his 
eponymous 1984 movie. But where 
on earth is Broad Street? 

In the closing minutes of the film, the 
erstwhile Beatle is filmed wandering along 
the dilapidated and crumbling platforms 
and through the rotting ticket halls of a 
station of the same name, pausing only to 
give a cheery smile to a down-and-out swig- 
ging from a bottle and bunking down in 
the station for the night - sure in the knowl- 
edge that he is unlikely to be disturbed in 
his drunken slumber by any passengers. 

Most people who saw the film probably 
assumed Broad Street was a fiction. 
Everyone, that is, bar the handful of 
Londoners who were still using what was 
one of the East End's first great railway 
terminals.. .but was now a decaying, and 
almost forgotten white elephant. 

Once it had linked the East End docks with 
the industrial heartland of the West 
Midlands, and taken many thousands of 
commuters from east London into the 
City each day. By 1984, only a handful of 
Londoners were still using Broad Street. 

It had become the lost London terminus. 
Today, few East Enders below the age of 50 
will even be aware that beneath the 
footprint of the giant Broadgate develop- 
ment lies Liverpool Street's lost twin. 

The terminus came about with the 
extension of the North London Railway 
which, despite the name, was the East End's 
own big player in the railway boom of the 
mid-igth century, having its headquarters 
and engine sheds at Bow (and latterly at 
Devons Road). 

In 1865, the ambitious company cleared 
a huge patch of City land west of Bish- 
opsgate and built seven platforms, adding 
an eighth in 1891 and a ninth in 1913. 

What had initially been conceived as a 
goods service, taking imports from the docks 
at Wapping and Limehouse to the facto- 
ries of Birmingham had been expanded to 
take passengers. The terminus had two 
booking offices, one for the North London 
Railway, a second for the London and 
North Western. 

For a period, the Great Northern Railway 
used Broad Street too, supplementing its 
Kings Cross terminal a few miles west. A 


century and a half before cross-London 
services came back to the capital (with 
Crossrail being the most recent), Broad Street 
had overcome the nonsense whereby 
passengers would take a train into London, 
but then have to cross the city by other 
means, before embarking once more at a 
terminus on the other side. 

The reason was that there were no oth- 
er means. No Tubes and no trams, and hor- 
ribly congested London streets that nobody 
would want to traverse with luggage. 

For a while, Broad Street was the 
undisputed giant of east London termini. 

Its ailing neighbour, Bishopsgate, would 
soon be converted into a goods terminal (it 
would close in 1964 after a fire and final- 
ly be demolished in 2003 to make way for 
the new Shoreditch station). And the 
Liverpool Street station that replaced it 
(built on the site of the old Bedlam asylum) 
wouldn't be built until 1874. 

From that year, the two termini squatted 
side by side. Broad Street was enormously 
successful. What had started as a spin-off 
from the freight business was, by 1902, a pas- 
senger station handling 27 million individual 
journeys each year. A train arrived at, or de- 
parted from, the station every minute. 

But as quickly as it had caught on, the 
station went into decline. The North 
London Line lost most of its passengers to 
the expansion of the bus, tram and Tube 


network and the station became increas- 
ingly poorly used. 

And on September 8, 1915 the station was 
a victim of the most devastating air raid 
yet on the City, as ace German pilot 
Heinrich Matty targeted the financial dis- 
trict of London. A bomb hit a bus outside 
the station, killing the conductor and a num- 
ber of passengers, and more explosives hit 
Norton Folgate, just to the north of the 
terminus, taking out several of the tracks. 

The Blitz of World War II was worse, with 
a number of stations leading in to the ter- 
minal bombed into closure. The loss of 
Shoreditch, Victoria Park and the entire 
branch line out to Poplar effectively cut off 
the life blood of Broad Street. 

In 1950 the main part of the station was 
closed, as were all but two lines. 

East Enders, loyal to their terminus, 
were still dribbling in each day, but in ever- 
declining numbers. 

Those who remember the London of the 
60s and 70s will remember a town still 
pocked with bomb sites a quarter of a 
century after the war. It wouldn't be until 
the 1980s that the rebuilding of London be- 
gan in earnest. 

John Betjeman, poet laureate and lover 
of London railways and suburbia, visited the 
station in 1973, regarded the half-removed 
roof, and mourned the giant's decline. 

“Standing on the empty concourse at

Broad Street today, one has a feeling of its 
former greatness. 

“Incongruous and ridiculous, in red brick 
with pavement-light windows is a stream- 
lined booking office for the few passengers 
who use this potentially popular line. May 
God save the Old North London!'' 

But God wasn't interested, and neither 
were the old British Railways. By the time 
McCartney chose the station for the de- 
nouement of his 1984 movie, just 300 
people were using Broad Street each day. 
Of course that did make filming (at night 
in this case) all the easier. 

The unkind might have suggested that 
was approximately the number that saw 
the movie at the cinema, though the pic- 
ture did yield the ageing moptop one great 
song, No More Lonely Nights, performed as 
he wanders around the near-derelict sta- 
tion (you can check it out on youtube). 

In 1986 Broad Street, which had narrow- 
ly avoided the Beeching axe in the early 60s, 
was finally closed. A different, more aggressive 
and more commercial era had been born. 

As the wrecking balls departed, the 
builders moved in, to create the new 
Broadgate complex, of offices, shops, restau- 
rants and squares, where City workers 
would sip coffee while wielding a curious 
new invention: the mobile phone. 

Broadgate was the acme of 80s London. 
Broad Street, meanwhile, had vanished 
without a trace.

This year's theme - 'celebrating archi- 
tecture, people and place' - explores issues 
that are relevant to local communities and 
how the design of homes and the role of ar- 
chitects, engineers and contemporary de- 
sign can revitalise places. 

It also aims to demonstrate how good de- 
sign can help make London a more vibrant 
and enjoyable city. 

More than 800 buildings of all kinds will 
open their doors across London, alongside Hawksmoor’s Christ

gineering and landscape tours, cycle rides 
and experts' talks taking place over the week- 
end of September 21 and 22. 

In Tower Hamlets, more than 32 venues 
including schools, high-rise developments 
in Canary Wharf, places of worship, com- 
munity centres, new library buildings and 
construction sites will open their doors. 

Victoria Thornton, founding director of 
Open-City, said: “Open House is a unique and 
vibrant annual event, offering people across 
London the chance to explore and learn about 
the capital's architecture. 

“In 2012, 87 per cent of participants said 
the Open House annual event was the best 
way to see, explore and learn about the cap- 
ital's architecture. This year were putting to- 
gether a great programme of open buildings, 
walks, tours and talks." 

In just over 20 years of transformation, Ca- 
nary Wharf is now recognised as one of the 
greatest feats of urban regeneration. 

Visitors to the estate will be able to en- 
joy an engineer-led tour of the marketing 
suite and level 39 of One Canada Square; view 
atrium sculptures and architectural features 
of the Citigroup Centre, also in Canada 
Square; and have an exclusive look at the Ca- 
nary Wharf Crossrail site which, when com- 
plete, will provide new transport links. 

The Queen Mary College, Cell and Mole- 
cular Science Blizard building in Whitechapel 
will give the public access to its dramatic in- 
terior including the irregular range of pods, 
glass-walled structures and orange molec- 
ular pod, among other features. 

The college's Mile End campus, which in- 
cludes many new buildings, will also be open 
to the public. Historic listed buildings of note 
include the Octagon and People's Palace. 

Kingsley Hall, the grade II listed commu- 
nity centre in Bromley-by-Bow, founded by 
peace campaigners Muriel and Doris Lester, 
will give the public a view of the room where 
Gandhi stayed when he visited the hall in 1931 
and the centre's peace garden as well as an 
exhibition about the organisation's history. 

Visitors to the white brick palazzo-style 
former town hall in Limehouse will be able 
to see the building's stone dressings, vast 
arched moulded windows and grand Port- 
land stone staircase. Information on the build- 
ing's history, and plans for future 
developments, will also be showcased. 

The grade 1 listed Christ Church Spitalfields, 
designed by renowned architect Nicholas 
Hawksmoor and now restored to its 18th cen- 
tury splendour, will be open for the public 
to view its galleries, old vestiy room and nave. 

Multi-purpose community centre Oxford 
House in Bethnal Green was the first uni- 


versity settlement, where volunteer middle 
class workers lived to share knowledge and 
culture with, and alleviate the poverty of, their 
low-income neighbours. 

Although the venue has been extended 
to include a visual and performing arts spaces, 
many of its original features remain. 

At the headquarters of the Metropolitan 
Police's marine police unit in Wapping High 


Street, visitors will have a chance to see a 
former carpenter's workshop contained 
within a working police station. The work- 
shop space now displays a history of the 
River Thames. 

East London Central Synagogue in Nelson 
Street, Spitalfields is the only remaining pur- 
pose-built synagogue in the area. 

Having survived the Blitz, the place of wor-

ship has many of its original features intact. 
Visitors will be able to see the building's or- 
nate eastern wall, neo-classical style oak pan- 
elling and pews among other features. 

Admittance to the vast majority of build- 
ings is on a first come, first served basis, in 
line with the Open House mission to make 
architecture accessible to all. 

However, a few of the properties 


require advance booking direct with 
the organisation.

A PIONEERING art movement 
which started in east London 40 
years ago is being celebrated 
with a new archive display at the 
Whitechapel Gallery. 

The exhibition explores the first 
decade of Acme Studios which, since 1972, 
has played an important role in estab- 
lishing the East End as a centre for the 
visual arts. 

Founded by a group of graduates, led 
by Jonathan Harvey and David Panton, 
at a time when many houses in London 
were destined for demolition as part of 
large-scale slum-clearance, Acme regis- 
tered as a housing association to tem- 
porarily acquire derelict houses and 
shops from the Greater London Coun- 
cil, which could then be used by artists 
to live and work in. 

They were encouraged to repair and 
redevelop the properties according to 
their needs. 

The exhibition will revisit ambitious 


projects such as Bobby Baker's Edible 
Family in a Mobile Home (1976), a large- 
scale sugar and cake installation which 
took over her prefab Acme house. 

This display will include photographs, 
film, rare exhibition posters and other 


materials from the extensive Acme 
archives alongside artist testimonials 
charting the early years of the organi- 
sation. There is also a programme of 
events with screenings, talks and tours. 

Supporting Artists: Acmes First Decade 


1972-1982 is the first to look at key ex- 
hibitions from the history of The Acme 
Gallery, which opened in 1976 and 
closed in 1981 when its home - a former 
banana factory in Covent Garden - was 
demolished. 

The gallery hosted major shows by 
artists including Stuart Brisley, Helen 
Chadwick, Albert Irvin, Jock McFadyen, 
Darrell Viner and Anthony Whishaw. 

The pyrotechnic sculptor' Stephen 
Cripps performed there a number of 
times, sometimes driving visitors out- 
side due to the sparks and smoke. 

Over its first decade Acme grew from 
two disused shops in Bow to more than 
250 properties, including almost an en- 
tire street of houses in Beck Road, Hack- 
ney and factories across London. The 
organisation was instrumental in form- 
ing pockets of creative communities 
which are still going strong today. 

The exhibition opened at The 
Whitechapel Gallery, 77-82 Whitecapel 
High Street, Ei on September 7 and runs 
until February next year. 


From Shaft to Superfly, one man’s search for a black superhero 


THE V&A Museum of Childhood is 
hosting an exhibition by a London 
graphic designer inspired by his love for 
all things African American. 

Afro Supa Hero is a snapshot of a jour- 
ney to adulthood, shown through a per- 
sonal collection of pop cultural heroes 
and heroines of the African diaspora. 


Jon Daniel's action figures, comic 
books and games offer an insight into 
his experience as a boy of African 
Caribbean heritage growing up in 1960s 
and 1970s Britain. 

Growing up in south west London in 
the 19 60s and early 70s, Daniel felt there 
was little in British culture he could re- 


late to. Positive black role models came 
from the West Indian culture of his fam- 
ily and from the United States. 

On visits to America he found every- 
thing “bolder, blacker and better'', and 
cartoons such as The Harlem Globe 
Trotters, films like Shaft and Car Wash, 
and particularly p-funk, soul and R'n'B 


music, all had a profound effect on him. 

Afro Supa Hero is part of Black Histo- 
ry Month in October and is on at the V&A 
Museum of Childhood, Cambridge Heath 
Road, Bethnal Green from Saturday, 
September 14 until February 9.

The glory of good food 



Sichuan-Folk serves very tasty food in a welcoming environment at a good price

FEELING slightly blue, it 
was with thoughts of 
love’s enduring promise 
that I decided to head to 
Hanbury Street where the 
East End meets the city of 
London to Sichuan-Folk 
at #32 and where 
'authentic, home style, 
traditional’ is sold. 

I had planned to sample their 
lunchtime special, which at 
£6.50 plus the daily soup sound- 
ed excellent value, but my jour- 
ney was curtailed by the rarified 
multi-sensual delights offered by 
Spitalfields Market. (If you haven't 
been there for a while I recom- 
mend that you check it out.) 

On arrival at the sparsely 
populated restaurant with 
'traditional' decor that somehow 
also felt modern, I attempted to 
excuse the time of my arrival 
without causing an uprising to 
coax and cajole my waiter in 
to permitting me to belatedly 
access the 'specials'. 

My entreaties were firmly 
but politely rebuffed and was 
accompanied by a helpful 
explanation of the lunch menu: 
half the portion size of the 
main menu dish, which in the 
circumstances was probably 


about the right size for me. He 
also gave me a verbal tour of the 
highlights of the menu which 
are too many to list here. 

I was eventually directed 
towards pork with dumplings 
and, a personal favourite of 
mine, spicy (in this case not hot) 
and sour soup accompanied 
by a calming pot of green tea. 

My reverie was broken by the 
prompt arrival of my food. The 
soup was exactly as described 
- 'spicy' without being too 
dependant on chillies as some 


I have had. My sinuses definitely 
got a much-needed workout 
without being brutally 
assaulted. 

The pork was 'twice cooked' 
- boiled for around 20 minutes 
so that the joint stiffened then 
adroitly sliced wafer thinly, 
before being cooked again with 
equally thinly sliced vegeta- 
bles with a delectable sauce and 
accompanied by heavenly 
puffed dumplings. 

The dish was nothing short of 
a revelation - an example of the 


power and the glory of food. Not 
only was it very tasty, but I 
was in awe of the knife skills of 
the chef as each piece of pork 
was almost uniform in shape 
and size. 

Whether happy or sad, in or 
out of love, I would heartily 
recommend Sichuan-Folk as a 
place where the food and 
ambience speaks loudest 

The two dishes and a pot of tea 
came to £15.80 including service. 
Sichuan Folk is at 32 Hanbury

Chicken and tomato spiced curry - 

serves 4 


Ingredients 

3 tbsp vegetable oil 

1 onion, peeled and roughly 
chopped 

2 garlic cloves, peeled and 
crushed 

1 tbsp tomato puree 
400g can chopped tomatoes 
1 tsp red wine vinegar 
300g leftover vegetables such 


as red peppers, cauliflower, 
runner beans, French beans, 
carrots, prepared and chopped 
into small pieces 
450g cooked chicken, cut into 
bite-sized pieces 
Salt and black pepper 
1 tablespoon Madras curry 
paste 


Method 

1. Heat the oil in a large frying 
pan, reduce the heat and add the 
onion and garlic. Cook over a 
medium heat until golden. 

2. Add the curry paste and 
cook for 1 minute to cook off 
the spices. 

3. Add the tomato puree, 
chopped tomatoes, vinegar and 
200ml water to the frying pan. 
Bring to the boil and simmer 


uncovered for about 5 minutes. 

4. Add your chosen vegetables 
and cook for about 5 minutes 
until the vegetables are tender. 
Stir in the chicken pieces and 
season with salt and pepper. 
Simmer gently for a few min- 
utes or until the chicken is pip- 
ing hot. 

5. Serve with jasmine rice, 
poppadoms and sprigs of 
coriander.

Is your council 
home too big?

IN a bid to free up large 
homes for families in 
need, a range of incentives 
is being offered to 
tenants willing to down- 
size to smaller properties, 
more suited to their 
requirements. 

Residents, especially those 
with children who have left 
home, can sometimes find 
themselves in a home that, 
while once suitable for their 
needs, is now too large, difficult 
to manage and expensive to 
keep warm. 

Changes to the government's 
benefits rules and the introduc- 
tion of the so-called 'bedroom 
tax' also mean that council 
tenants with one or more 
unused bedrooms will receive 
less housing benefit, making 
their current home more expen- 
sive to live in. 

By working with Tower 
Hamlets Homes and its partners 
on the Common Housing 
Register, the council wants to 
help people in this position 
find smaller properties that are 
better suited to their current 
situation and needs. 

Together, they have estab- 
lished an under-occupation 
scheme and, through this,

residents will get help with 
bidding for smaller properties 
and will be prioritised when 
smaller homes become avail- 
able. Individual landlords could 
receive help with decorating, 
redirecting post, moving costs 
and disconnecting/reconnecting 
utilities, such as gas and 
electricity. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“We're on course to building 
4,000 new homes by April next 
year, but we're also looking at 
ways to free up homes, for 
people in desperate need of 
housing. 

“The government's decisions 


- for example, to introduce a 
bedroom tax - are hitting 
people at a time when they are 
already struggling, and we 
are committed to supporting 
residents as they try to cope 
with those changes.'' 

Cllr Rabina Khan, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “With 
rising living costs and the gov- 
ernment's changes to the ben- 
efits system, moving to a smaller 
property can make living costs 
much more manageable for 
people who need less space. 

“We recognise that moving 
home can be a huge upheaval, 
so the incentives are designed 
to make things easier for peo- 
ple considering the scheme.'' 

To be eligible, residents need 
to be a social housing tenant 
of Tower Hamlets Homes or of 
one of the borough's housing 
association landlords. Residents 
can check www.thhs.org.uk 
for a full list of housing associ- 
ation landlords. 

They also need to be giving 
up at least one bedroom and 
have a home which is suitable 
for people on the housing 
register.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

If 
you move not only will you free up a larger home for a family in housing need, 
but you may also save yourself money. 


What help will I get to move? 

We know that each tenant has different needs, and that is why we have 
developed a range of options for qualifying social housing tenants to choose 
from. 

In addition, we will also help you with bidding for homes in the area in which 
you want to live. 

You will need to check with your landlord which of the following options you 
may be eligible for, should you qualify for moving under this scheme.

The 19 -year-old hurdler, who 
is supported by the GLL Sport 
Foundation, completed a fine 
season representing Great 
Britain at the 2013 Deaflympics 
in Sofia, where she narrowly 
missed out on a 400m hurdles 
medal. 

But Rebecca is keen to 
encourage youngsters and she 
found time during her busy 
sporting schedule to attend the 
Better athletics course at Mile 
End Park Stadium to inspire the 
next generation of Tower Ham- 
lets youngsters to achieve their 
sporting goals. 

Rebecca, who said that her 
funding had made a big 
difference to her career and 
took away the financial 
headaches, told youngsters it 
was important to inspire other 
young athletes and talented 
deaf athletes who don't have the 
confidence to get into main- 
stream sport. 

“But I also like to encourage 
them and even take them along 
to the track with me,'' she said. 
“When they see what I have 


achieved it gives them more con- 
fidence to know they can do it, 
if they work hard. 

“I think it is important for all 
people to take part in sport 
from an early age, not only to 
have a more exciting and high- 
er standard of sport in this 
country, but also because it is fun 
and healthy and it builds con- 
fidence and self-esteem. 

“Also, the younger we can get 
kids involved in sport the more 


likely they are to stick with it 
through to adulthood. 

“We need to get all young peo- 
ple into sports as soon as pos- 
sible if we are to have a good 
crop of athletes in the future. 
Whenever I get the opportuni- 
ty to encourage kids or young 
people to take up athletics or any 
sport, I always do this because 
I enjoy it very much.

ARE YOU THE PARENT OF A CHILD IN 
YEAR 6 AT PRIMARY SCHOOL? 

If so, your child will be transferring to secondary 
school next September and you need to know 
about how to apply to secondary schools. Even if 
you want to apply to a secondary school that is not 
in Tower Hamlets - READ ON. The information 
here explains broadly how the system works. You 
can find further information in the 'Ready for 
Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' brochure 
which is available from Tower Hamlets primary 
schools and from the Pupil Admissions Team. It is 
also on the Tower Hamlets Council Website 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/schooladmissions. 

If you have any queries, please telephone the 
Pupil Admissions Team on 020 7364 5006 - we 
can help. 


APPLY ONLINE 

Applying online is a simple and easy way to 
submit your applications for secondary schools. 
You can apply online up until 31 October 2013, 
the closing date, and you will not have to 
complete a paper form. You can also make 
changes to your application up until 31 October. 
You will receive an e-mail (as well as a letter) 
informing you of the results. Go to: 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/schooladmissions 


Admissions Team. Better still, you can apply online 
(see above).You can apply for up to six schools in 
Tower Hamlets or across London. 

You should name the schools in your order of 
preference on the application form, and put the 
school that you would most like your child to 
attend first on the form, the next school that you 
prefer you should put second, and so on. This is 
what is known as "ranking" your applications. 
If you decide not to apply for as many as six 
schools we strongly recommend you name at least 
three schools. 


TRANSFERRING TO SECONDARY SCHOOL 

If your child attends a Tower Hamlets primary 
school or lives in Tower Hamlets you will receive a 
copy of the 'Ready for Secondary School in Tower 
Hamlets brochure during the first week of the new 
term. The brochure explains the procedure, gives 
details of the oversubscription criteria for each 
school, the closing date for applications and 
explains the co-ordinated school admissions 
system. The school visiting times, which are also in 
the brochure, are set out opposite. 

To obtain more information about schools in 
other Local Authority areas, you should contact the 
School Admissions Team in that area for their 
admissions brochure or the schools directly for a 
prospectus and details of their open days. The 
contact details can be found in the 'Ready for 
Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' brochure 
or alternatively you can contact the Pupil 
Admissions Team. 

There is also a DVD to help prepare your child for 
the change from primary to secondary School. 


If you are applying for the Bishop Challoner 
schools, Sir John Cass, or Raine's you will 
need to complete a supplementary form as 
well as completing the Tower Hamlets 
application form. The supplementary form 
must be obtained and returned directly to 
the schools. The "supplementary form" is 
NOT an application form but it must also be 
completed for these schools. 

If you are a applying for a music place at St 
Paul's Way Trust School or a specialist 
language place at Sir John Cass Foundation 
and Redcoat School, please contact the 
school directly for a copy of the registration 
form. As well as completing and returning 
the registration form direct to the school, 
you must also name the school on the Local 
Authority Application form. 

If you are applying to out-borough schools 
you may also need to complete a 
supplementary form for some schools. You 
should contact the school or the School 
Admissions Team in the relevant Local 
Authority (LA) to find out if this is the case. 


THE APPLICATION PROCEDURE FOR ALL 
TOWER HAMLETS RESIDENTS 

If you are a Tower Hamlets resident, you will 
need to complete a Tower Hamlets Secondary 
Transfer Application Form (CAF - Common 
Application Form). You MUST complete the Tower 
Hamlets form even if you are not applying to a 
Tower Hamlets secondary school. 


THE APPLICATION FORM 

If your child attends a Tower Hamlets primary 
school the form will be given to you by the primary 
school in early September. If your child attends a 
school outside Tower Hamlets you can obtain an 
application pack from the Tower Hamlets Pupil 


AFTER THE CLOSING DATE 

Admissions to schools in Tower Hamlets and 
across London are co-ordinated using a central 
computer called the 'Pan London Register'. The 
register holds and exchanges information for all 
the London Local Authorities and helps to ensure 
that each child receives a single offer of a school 
place. This process will take place from November 
to late February 2014. 

Tower Hamlets LA will make decisions on 
applications for schools which use the Council's 
Admission Policy by using the oversubscription 
criteria set out in the 'Ready for Secondary School 
in Tower Hamlets' brochure. The governing bodies 
of the Bishop Challoner schools, Sir John Cass, 
Raine's, Wapping High and London Enterprise 
Academy will decide using their own criteria which 
are also set out in the brochure. 


Information for non-Tower Hamlets 
residents 

Parents of children who do not live in Tower 
Hamlets cannot complete the Tower Hamlets 
Secondary Transfer Application Form, even if they 
are applying to a Tower Hamlets school. They must 
contact the School Admissions Team in the LA 
where they live for an application form and more 
information. All non Tower Hamlets residents must 
complete a Supplementary Form if they are 
applying to any of the Tower Hamlets Schools. 
Contact Pupil Admissions for more information. 


NOTIFYING YOU OF THE OUTCOME OF 
YOUR APPLICATIONS 

On 3 March 2014 notification letters will be sent 
to everyone who has applied to a maintained 
school to advise whether or not a place can be 
offered. Parents who applied online will receive an 
email on 3 March. If you live in Tower Hamlets the 
letter will come from the Pupil Admissions Team, 
regardless of whether the school being offered is in 
Tower Hamlets or elsewhere. No child will be 
offered more than one school place. You will 
therefore be notified of the highest "ranked" school 
that is able to offer a place. Lower ranked offers will 
be cancelled or 'withdrawn'. If an application to a 
higher ranked school is unsuccessful, the letter will 
explain how you can appeal against the decision to 
refuse a place. If you live in Tower Hamlets and it is 
not possible to offer your child a place at any of 
your preferred schools, we will tell you which 
schools in Tower Hamlets you can still apply for. If 
necessary, we will allocate (reserve) your child a 
place at the nearest school with an available place. 


CLOSING DATE FOR APPLICATIONS 

Your completed application form must be 
received by the Pupil Admissions Team by 
31 October 2013. If your child attends a Tower 
Hamlets primary school you can return the form to 
the primary school but you must do so earlier by 
Friday 25 October. By applying online you can be 
certain that your application reaches us by 
31 October. 

Any forms received later than the closing date 
will be considered after those received on time, 
and the chances of being offered a place at one of 
your chosen schools will be greatly reduced. 


WAITING LISTS 

If your child has not been offered a place at any 
of your preferred schools, s/he will remain on the 
waiting lists for these schools for the next school 
year or until a place can be offered. However, if 
you have received an offer at one of your preferred 
schools, your child will remain on the waiting list 
until the October half-term. 

If you wish to remain on the waiting list after the 
October half-term, you must complete an In Year 
Transfer form, which is available from Pupil 
Admissions. Please note that transfers take place at 
the beginning of every term and half term, and 
you can view the timetable in the guidance notes 
which accompany the form or on our website. 

You can also contact Pupil Admissions to place 
your child on the waiting list for Tower Hamlets 
schools that you did not apply to originally. For the 
Bishop Challoner schools, Sir John Cass, Raine's, 
Wapping High and London Enterprise Academy 
parents should follow advice from the schools.

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Primary reasons for exam success 

Educational excellence at a young age is a vital step for pupils on the road to GCSEs and A levels 


THE success of GCSE and A 
level students in Tower Hamlets 
is well-documented, but it is 
important not to forget the 
vital role played by the 
education children receive at 
an earlier age. 

Pupils who leave primary school 
without the core skills they need are 
unlikely to excel a few years later when 
they sit in a GCSE examination hall. 

Tower Hamlets Council is commit- 
ted to ensuring that at every stage of 
a child's journey through local schools, 
they receive excellent education. 

A glance at this year's key stage 2 
results - based on teacher assessments 
and tests taken by primary school 
leavers as they prepare for life at sec- 
ondary school - gives an indication of 
how a child's later success at GCSE and 
A level begins from a young age. 

At lLevel 4 - the basic level for 
primary pupils - maths results for 2013 
have been a particular highlight, 
improving on last year and now out- 
performing the national average. 

After years of hard work to im- 
prove reading and writing, the perfor- 
mance in these areas is now steady 


and broadly in line with the national 
averages. At the higher standards of 
levels 5 and 6, writing and maths were 
both up on last year. 

These results are provisional. 

The schools work closely with one 
another at all levels, helped by experts 
at the council. 

For example, many primary schools 
have been challenging the more able 
children in maths this year by making 
links with local secondary schools. 

Some schools have employed sec- 
ondary teachers to support this group, 
while others have taken primary 
pupils to work in the secondary schools 
for some lessons. 

Other clusters of primary schools 
have been working with a local sec- 
ondary school to focus on ensuring 
shared expectations between staff 
and sharing knowledge and good 
practice between teachers. 

Meanwhile, some secondary schools 
have run summer schools to support 
children making the transition from 
primary to secondary school. 

This collaborative working is paying 
off at all levels of education in Tower 
Hamlets and can only get stronger.
